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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  for  the  Biggleswade  Rural  District  for 
1966. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  most  satisfactory  as  the  death 
rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  are  both  considerably  below  the 
respective  rates  for  England  and  Wales.  As  in  past  years  heart  and 
circulatory  disease  and  cancer  are  again  the  main  causes  of  death 
the  number  being  218  out  of  a total  of  362  deaths  in  the  district. 

Measles  was  again  prevalent  and  218  cases  were  notified,  while 
there  were  also  14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  no  marked 
incidence  of  Whooping  Cough. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  consideration 
and  the  Members  of  the  Staff,  particularly  Mr.  Pridmore,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


(a)  Public  Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Bedfordshire  Water  Board.  It  is  pumped 
direct  from  the  Greensand  at  works  in  Biggleswade,  Dunton  and 
Meppershall  and  is  most  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  the  raw  water  are  not 
available,  but  samples  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  various 
points  in  the  distribution  system  by  the  Water  Board. 

The  following  are  typical  reports  on  samples  taken  weekly  during 
1966  for  chemical  examination.  They  indicate  it  is  of  a high 
standard  of  organic  purity.  It  is  not  plumbo-solvent.

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  your 
officers  submit  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  at  The 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Bedford.  During  the  year  15  such 
samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

A number  of  complaints  about  the  discolouration  of  the  water 
were  received  during  June  and  August  from  residents  in  Arlesey, 
Stotfold  and  Langford. 
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These  were  referred  to  the  Bedfordshire  Water  Board  who  took 
immediate  action.  In  the  first  instance  the  difficulty  was  found  to  be 
due  to  a defect  in  the  iron  removal  plant  and  in  the  second,  to  the 
fracture  of  the  trunk  main  feeding  Stotfold. 

(b)  Privately  Owned  Sources 

It  will  be  seen  from  column  5 of  the  following  table  that  27 
isolated  houses  are  without  a mains  supply  of  water  and  are 
dependent  upon  privately  owned  wells  or  boreholes  for  their  supply. 
During  the  year  26  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  these  sources 
with  the  following  results: —

Where  doubt  exists  as  to  the  purity  of  the  water,  householders  are 
advised  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  drinking  purposes,  and  efforts 
are  made  to  secure  an  improvement  in  the  supply.  Two  unsatis- 
factory wells  were  closed  during  the  year.

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(d)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(i)  The  disposal  works  at  Arlesey  and  Stotfold  are  grossly  over- 
loaded and  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  extension  and 
modernisation  of  each  of  these  works.  During  the  year  however, 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  constructing 
an  entirely  new  works  in  the  parish  of  Langford  with  an  outfall  at 
the  confluence  of  the  Rivers  Hiz  and  Ivel.  Such  works  to  deal  with 
sewage  not  only  from  Arlesey  and  Stotfold,  but  also  with  some  of 
the  flow  from  Langford  and  Henlow  in  order  to  relieve  the  over- 
loaded Five  Parish  Scheme. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  accordingly  and  their 
report  is  awaited. 

(ii)  Instructions  were  also  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  extending  the  disposal  works  at  Clifton 
in  order  to  cope  with  the  increased  flow  from  the  five  parishes  of 
Campton,  Clifton,  Henlow,  Langford  and  Shefford. 

(iii)  The  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Blunham,  Mogerhanger  and 
Tempsford  was  completed  during  the  year  and  it  came  into  operation 
in  July. 

(iv)  Discussions  with  the  Ministry  were  still  in  progress  at  the  end 
of  the  year  as  to  the  type  of  disposal  plant  to  be  installed  at  Dunton. 
In  the  meantime,  urgent  road  improvement  work  was  being  delayed 
pending  the  laying  of  a sewer  and  the  Ministry  granted  permission 
for  this  work  to  proceed.  Contract  drawings  and  documents  for 
this  work  were  in  the  course  of  preparation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(v)  Work  on  the  sewering  of  part  of  Henlow,  Meppershall  and 
Upper  Stondon  is  progressing.  Sewage  from  these  parishes  will  be 
treated  at  a disposal  works  at  Shillington  in  the  Ampthill  Rural 
District  and  it  is  hoped  the  scheme  will  come  into  operation  early 
in  1967. 

(vi)  In  anticipation  of  the  new  disposal  works  at  Biggleswade  being 
completed,  to  which  works  sewage  from  Northill  (including  Ickwell 
and  Upper  Caldecote)  will  drain,  pumps  and  control  gear  were 
installed  at  the  pumping  stations  in  the  parish.  Unfortunately 
however,  there  were  further  delays  in  the  completion  of  the  disposal 
works  at  Biggleswade  and  it  was  impossible  to  bring  this  scheme 
into  operation.  It  is  now  anticipated  the  scheme  will  become 
operative  early  next  year. 

(vii)  No  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
scheme  for  Old  Warden,  the  reason  being  the  failure  of  negotiations 
for  the  purchase  of  a suitable  site  for  the  disposal  works.  It  is  hoped 
however,  that  the  solution  of  this  problem  will  not  long  be  delayed. 

(viii)  The  scheme  for  new  treatment  works  and  the  renewal  of  certain 
lengths  of  very  old  sewers  in  Potton  has  been  delayed,  mainly 
because  the  Great  Ouse  River  Authority  is  of  the  opinion  that  there 
is  insufficient  flow  of  water  in  the  water  course  into  which  it  is 
proposed  to  discharge  the  effluent,  to  ensure  satisfactory  dilution. 
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In  view  of  this  an  approach  was  made  to  Biggleswade  Urban 
District  Council  as  to  the  possibility  of  sewage  from  Potton  being 
treated  at  their  disposal  works,  but  no  decision  had  been  reached 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  meantime,  because  of  the  defective  condition  of  certain  of 
the  older  lengths  of  sewer,  a serious  rat  infestation  problem  arose 
and  in  order  to  avoid  delay  in  relaying  the  sewers  which  it  was 
originally  intended  to  do  as  part  of  the  main  contract,  it  was  decided 
to  instruct  the  Consultants  to  prepare  separate  contract  documents 
for  the  relaying  of  the  sewers  and  other  ancilliary  works. 

(e)  Night  Soil  Removal  and  Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  provide  and  maintain  two  1,100  gallon  capacity 
cesspool  emptying  vehicles  each  with  a night  soil  attachment. 
Labour  is  by  contract. 

In  parishes  without  main  drainage  facilities  night  soil  is  removed 
once  per  week  from  houses  having  up  to  4 occupants  and  twice  per 
week  where  there  are  more  than  4 occupants.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
at  the  rate  of  one  per  house  per  year  free  of  charge,  upon  request. 
A more  frequent  service  is  provided  as  and  when  required  and  a 
charge  is  made  for  this  additional  service.  There  were  1,457 
emptyings  during  the  year  as  compared  with  1,470  during  1965.  63 
of  these  were  in  Biggleswade  Urban  District  and  the  cost  of  this 
work  was  recovered  from  that  Authority.  ‘ 

These  free  services  were  discontinued  in  the  parishes  of  Campton 
and  Everton  during  the  year,  each  parish  having  been  provided  with 
main  drainage  facilities. 

Disposal  of  nightsoil  is  by  composting  and  the  contents  of  cess- 
pools are  spread  on  waste  land  at  Potton  which  the  Council  hire  for 
the  purpose.  Occasionally,  loads  are  spread  on  agricultural  land 
with  the  agreement  of  the  farmers  concerned,  but  only  when  it  is 
known  the  ground  will  be  ploughed  immediately  after  application. 

(f)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  is  removed  once  per  week  throughout  the  area.  The  work 
is  carried  out  by  two  contractors  both  of  whom  have  discharged 
their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

In  my  last  report  I referred  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  ‘ skep  ’ 
method  of  removal  and  expressed  the  view  that  the  paper  sack 
method  of  collection  should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
considered  the  matter  and  decided  to  operate  two  small  pilot 
schemes  on  Council  house  estates  in  Arlesey  and  Potton  as  from 
1st  April,  1967,  and  to  again  review  the  matter  at  the  end  of  1967 
with  a view  to  extending  the  schemes. 

In  addition  it  was  decided  to  instal  paper  sack  holders  on  all 
future  Council  house  estates  and  to  ask  private  developers  to  make 
similar  provision  on  all  new  estates  of  20  or  more  houses.  Refuse 
bins  on  existing  Council  house  estates  will  be  replaced  with  sack 
holders  as  and  when  necessary. 
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The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  in  a disused 
gravel  pit  at  Henlow.  The  refuse  is  covered  daily  with  soil  and  during 
the  summer  months  it  is  frequently  sprayed  as  a precaution  against 
flies  and  other  pests.  The  Rodent  Operator  also  carries  our  regular 
treatments  for  rat  infestation. 

One  whole-time  attendant  is  employed  on  the  tip  and  he  also 
operates  the  B85  front  loader. 

Biggleswade  Urban  District  Council  are  likely  to  commence 
tipping  their  refuse  at  Henlow  in  the  near  future,  and  it  is  anticipated 
this  tip  will  be  completely  filled  during  1967,  but  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  after  considerable  difficulty  two  other  suitable  sites  have 
been  found.  The  one  which  will  offer  a short-term  solution  to  the 
problem  is  a redundant  length  of  the  Ivel  Navigation  Channel  in  the 
parish  of  Southill.  It  is  anticipated  that  by  the  time  this  is  filled, 
excavation  of  sand  will  have  taken  place  at  Deepdale,  Potton,  to  such 
an  extent  as  will  enable  refuse  to  be  tipped  there  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Planning  permission  has  been  obtained  in  respect  of  each  site. 

Abandoned  and  derelict  cars  have  again  presented  a problem 
during  the  year  and  much  time  has  been  spent  in  endeavouring  to 
trace  owners  and  securing  the  removal  and  disposal  of  the  cars. 
No  fewer  than  19  vehicles  were  dealt  with,  9 were  disposed  of  by  the 
owners  and  10  by  the  Council. 


(g)  Inspection  of  the  Area 

Much  has  been  achieved  without  recourse  to  statutory  action  but 
it  has  been  necessary  to  serve  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
in  respect  of  4 buildings  which  were  in  a dangerous  condition. 

In  3 cases  the  owners  concerned  either  demolished  the  buildings 
or  made  them  safe  without  delay,  but  in  one  instance  it  was  necessary 
to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  order  requiring  the  owner  to  obviate 
the  danger.  An  order  was  made  requiring  him  to  obviate  the  danger 
within  28  days  and  to  pay  costs  amounting  to  £3  11s.  6d.

(h)  Infestations 

One  case  of  infestation  by  lice  has  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
The  person  concerned  was  visiting  the  area  and  she  and  her  clothing 
and  bedding  were  cleansed  at  the  Cleansing  Station  at  Bedford. 

The  Public  Health  Department  in  her  town  were  informed. 

(i)  Rodent  Control 

One  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  and  he  is  responsible 
for  carrying  out  surveys  and  the  treatment  of  infested  premises. 
Disinfestation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  for  occupants  of  domestic 
properties  but  a charge  is  made  in  respect  of  work  undertaken  at 
business  premises. 

Regular  inspections  and  treatments  are  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip  and  sewage  disposal  works.  The  routine  test  baiting  of 
sewers  is  also  undertaken  and  where  infestations  are  found,  the 
necessary  treatment  is  carried  out.

Quarterly  returns  of  accidents  occuring  in  premises  covered  by  the 
Act  are  submitted  to  H.M.  Factories  Inspectorate  but  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  no  accidents  were  reported  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations  1964  and  the  Washing 
Facilities  Regulations  1964  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and 
routine  inspections  were  carried  out  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
prescribed  standards. 

These  measures  involve  re-visits  to  all  registered  premises  and  the 
survey  was  unable  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the 
premises  which  were  inspected,  however,  all  the  relevant  provisions 
were  complied  with. 

As  yet,  no  Regulations  have  been  made  prescribing  standards  of 
lighting  in  rooms  where  people  work,  which  tends  to  make  the 
enforcement  of  the  Act  in  this  respect,  apart  from  the  more  obvious 
cases,  rather  difficult. 

Despite  the  wide  publicity  given  to  this  Act  on  its  inception,  it  is 
surprising  to  find  quite  a number  of  shopkeepers  with  people  in 
their  employ  who  are  unaware  that  their  premises  require  to  be 
registered. 

Minor  contraventions  involving  the  provisions  of  adequate  first 
aid  boxes,  thermometers  etc.,  were  dealt  with.

FOOD 


(a)  Slaughterhouses 

The  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  have  continued  to  operate 
throughout  the  year,  and  a total  of  24,298  animals  were  slaughtered 
as  compared  with  25,989  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966  which  came 
into  operation  on  30th  September,  empowered  Local  Authorities  to 
fix  times  at  which  slaughtering  may  take  place  in  private  slaughter- 
houses. After  discussions  with  the  owners  concerned,  it  was  agreed 
that  as  from  31st  October,  1966,  slaughtering  be  restricted  to  the 
hours  of  7 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  on  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  that  except  for 
emergency  purposes  or  the  pressing  needs  of  the  market,  no 
slaughtering  takes  place  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.
